The Contractor shall neither seek nor accept instructions from any authority external to UNDP in 
connection with the performance of its services under this Contract. The Contractor shall refrain 
from any action that may adversely affect UNDP or the United Nations and shall fulfill its 
commitments with the fullest regard to the interests of UNDP. 

3.0 CONTRACTOR'S RESPONSIBILITY FOR EMPLOYEES: 

The Contractor shall be responsible for the professional and technical competence of its 
employees and will select, for work under this Contract, reliable individuals who will perform 
effectively in the implementation of this Contract, respect the local customs, and conform to a 
high standard of moral and ethical conduct.

8.4 Except for the workmen's compensation insurance, the insurance policies under this 
Article shall: 

8.4.1 Name UNDP as additional insured; 
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8.4.2 Include a waiver of subrogation of the Contractor's rights to the insurance carrier against 
the UNDP; 

8.4.3 Provide that the UNDP shall receive thirty (30) days written notice from the insurers 
prior to any cancellation or change of coverage. 

8.5 The Contractor shall, upon request, provide the UNDP with satisfactory evidence of the 
insurance required under this Article. 

9.0 ENCUMBRANCES/LIENS: 

The Contractor shall not cause or permit any lien, attachment or other encumbrance by any 
person to be placed on file or to remain on file in any public office or on file with the UNDP 
against any monies due or to become due for any work done or materials furnished under this 
Contract, or by reason of any other claim or demand against the Contractor. 

10.0 TITLE TO EQUIPMENT: Title to any equipment and supplies that may be furnished 
by UNDP shall rest with UNDP and any such equipment shall be returned to UNDP at the 
conclusion of this Contract or when no longer needed by the Contractor. Such equipment, when 
returned to UNDP, shall be in the same condition as when delivered to the Contractor, subject to 
normal wear and tear. The Contractor shall be liable to compensate UNDP for equipment 
determined to be damaged or degraded beyond normal wear and tear. 

11.0 COPYRIGHT, PATENTS AND OTHER PROPRIETARY RIGHTS: 

11.1 Except as is otherwise expressly provided in writing in the Contract, the UNDP shall be 
entitled to all intellectual property and other proprietary rights including, but not limited to, 
patents, copyrights, and trademarks, with regard to products, processes, inventions, ideas, know- 
how, or documents and other materials which the Contractor has developed for the UNDP under 
the Contract and which bear a direct relation to or are produced or prepared or collected in 
consequence of, or during the course of, the performance of the Contract, and the Contractor 
acknowledges and agrees that such products, documents and other materials constitute works 
made for hire for the UNDP. 

11.2 To the extent that any such intellectual property or other proprietary rights consist of any 
intellectual property or other proprietary rights of the Contractor: (i) that pre-existed the 
performance by the Contractor of its obligations under the Contract, or (ii) that the Contractor 
may develop or acquire, or may have developed or acquired, independently of the performance 
of its obligations under the Contract, the UNDP does not and shall not claim any ownership 
interest thereto, and the Contractor grants to the UNDP a perpetual license to use such 
intellectual property or other proprietary right solely for the purposes of and in accordance with 
the requirements of the Contract.

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11.3 At the request of the UNDP; the Contractor shall take all necessary steps, execute all 
necessary documents and generally assist in securing such proprietary rights and transferring or 
licensing them to the UNDP in compliance with the requirements of the applicable law and of 
the Contract. 

11.4 Subject to the foregoing provisions, all maps, drawings, photographs, mosaics, plans^ 
reports, estimates, recommendations, documents, and all other data compiled by or received by 
the Contractor under the Contract shall be the property of the UNDP, shall be made available for 
use or inspection by the UNDP at reasonable times and in reasonable places, shall be treated as 
confidential, and shall be delivered only to UNDP authorized officials on completion of work 
under the Contract. 

12.0 USE OF NAME, EMBLEM OR OFFICIAL SEAL OF UNDP OR THE UNITED 
NATIONS: 

The Contractor shall not advertise or otherwise make public the fact that it is a Contractor with 
UNDP, nor shall the Contractor, in any manner whatsoever use the name, emblem or official seal 
of UNDP or THE United Nations, or any abbreviation of the name of UNDP or United Nations 
in connection with its business or otherwise. 

13.0 CONFIDENTIAL NATURE OF DOCUMENTS AND INFORMATION: 

information and data that is considered proprietary by either Party and that is delivered or 
disclosed by one Party ("Discloser") to the other Party ("Recipient") during the course of 
performance of the Contract, and that is designated as confidential ("Information"), shall be held 
in confidence by that Party and shall be handled as follows: 

13.1 The recipient ("Recipient") of such information shall: 

13.1.1 use the same care and discretion to avoid disclosure, publication or dissemination 
of the Discloser's Information as it uses with its own similar information that it does not wish to 
disclose, publish or disseminate; and, 

13.1.2 use the Discloser's Information solely for the purpose for which it was disclosed. 

13.2 Provided that the Recipient has a written agreement with the following persons or entities 
requiring them to treat the Information confidential in accordance with the Contract and this 
Article 13, the Recipient may disclose Information to: 

13.2.1 any other party with the Discloser's prior written consent; and, 
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13.2.2 the Recipient's employees, officials, representatives and agents who have a need 
to know such Information for purposes of performing obligations under the Contract, and 
employees officials, representatives and agents of any legal entity that it controls, controls it, or 
with which it is under common control, who have a need to know such Information for purposes 
of performing obligations under the Contract, provided that, for these purposes a controlled legal 
entity means: 

13.2.2.1 a corporate entity in which the Party owns or otherwise controls, whether 
directly or indirectly, over fifty percent (50%) of voting shares thereof; or, 

13.2.2.2 any entity over which the Party exercises effective managerial control; or, 

13.2.2.3 for the UNDP, an affiliated Fund such as UNCDF, UNIFEM and UNV. 

13.3 The Contractor may disclose Information to the extent required by law, provided that, 
subject to and without any waiver of the privileges and immunities of the United Nations, the 
Contractor will give the UNDP sufficient prior notice of a request for the disclosure of 
Information in order to allow the UNDP to have a reasonable opportunity to take protective 
measures or such other action as may be appropriate before any such disclosure is made. 

13.4 The UNDP may disclose Information to the extent as required pursuant to the Charter of 
the UN, resolutions or regulations of the General Assembly, or rules promulgated by the 
Secretary-General. 

13.5 The Recipient shall not be precluded from disclosing Information that is obtained by the 
Recipient from a third party without restriction, is disclosed by the Discloser to a third party 
without any obligation of confidentiality, is previously known by the Recipient, or at any time is 
developed by the Recipient completely independently of any disclosures hereunder. 

13.6 These obligations and restrictions of confidentiality shall be effective during the term of 
the Contract, including any extension thereof, and, unless otherwise provided in the Contract, 
shall remain effective following any termination of the Contract. 

14.0 FORCE MAJEURE; OTHER CHANGES IN CONDITIONS 

14.1 In the event of and as soon as possible after the occurrence of any cause constituting 
force majeure, the Contractor shall give notice and full particulars in writing to the UNDP, of 
such occurrence or change if the Contractor is thereby rendered unable, wholly or in part, to 
perform its obligations and meet its responsibilities under this Contract. The Contractor shall 
also notify the UNDP of any other changes in conditions or the occurrence of any event that 
interferes or threatens to interfere with its performance of this Contract. On receipt of the notice 
required under this Article, the UNDP shall take such action as, in its sole discretion; it considers 
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to be appropriate or necessary in the circumstances, including the granting to the Contractor of a 
reasonable extension of time in which to perform its obligations under this Contract. 

14.2 If the Contractor is rendered permanently unable, wholly, or in part, by reason of force 
majeure to perform its obligations and meet its responsibilities under this Contract, the UNDP 
shall have the right to suspend or terminate this Contract on the same terms and conditions as are 
provided for in Article 1 5, "Termination", except that the period of notice shall be seven (7) days 
instead of thirty (30) days. 

14.3 Force majeure as used in this Article means acts of God, war (whether declared or not), 
invasion, revolution, insurrection, or other acts of a similar nature or force. 

14.4 The Contractor acknowledges and agrees that, with respect to any obligations under the 
Contract that the Contractor must perform in or for any areas in which the UNDP is engaged in, 
preparing to engage in, or disengaging from any peacekeeping, humanitarian or similar 
operations, any delays or failure to perform such obligations arising from or relating to harsh 
conditions within such areas or to any incidents of civil unrest occurring in such areas shall not, 
in and of itself, constitute force majeure under the Contract. 

15.0 TERMINATION 

15.1 Either party may terminate this Contract for cause, in whole or in part, upon thirty (30) 
days notice, in writing, to the other party. The initiation of arbitral proceedings in accordance 
with Article 16.2 ("Arbitration"), below, shall not be deemed a termination of this Contract 

15.2 UNDP reserves the right to terminate without cause this Contract at any time upon 1 5 
days prior written notice to the Contractor, in which case UNDP shall reimburse the Contractor 
for all reasonable costs incurred by the Contractor prior to receipt of the notice of termination. 

15.3 In the event of any termination by UNDP under this Article, no payment shall be due 
from UNDP to the Contractor except for work and services satisfactorily performed in 
conformity with the express terms of this Contract. 

15.4 Should the Contractor be adjudged bankrupt, or be liquidated or become insolvent, or 
should the Contractor make an assignment for the benefit of its creditors, or should a Receiver be 
appointed on account of the insolvency of the Contractor, the UNDP may, without prejudice to 
any other right or remedy it may have under the terms of these conditions, terminate this 
Contract forthwith. The Contractor shall immediately inform the UNDP of the occurrence of 
any of the above events. 
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16.0 SETTLEMENT OF DISPUTES 

16.1 Amicable Settlement: The Parties shall use their best efforts to settle amicably any 
dispute, controversy or claim arising out of this Contract or the breach, termination or invalidity 
thereof. Where the parties wish to seek such an amicable settlement through conciliation, the 
conciliation shall take place in accordance with the UNCITRAL Conciliation Rules then, 
obtaining, or according to such other procedure as may be agreed between the parties. 

16.2 Arbitration: Any dispute, controversy, or claim between the Parties arising out of the 
Contract or the breach, termination, or invalidity thereof, unless settled amicably under Article 
16.1, above, within sixty (60) days after receipt by one Party of the other Party's written request 
for such amicable settlement, shall be referred by either Party to arbitration in accordance with 
the UNCITRAL Arbitration Rules then obtaining. The decisions of the arbitral tribunal shall be 
based on general principles of international commercial law. For all evidentiary questions, the 
arbitral tribunal shall be guided by the Supplementary Rules Governing the Presentation and 
Reception of Evidence in International Commercial Arbitration of the International Bar 
Association, 28 May 1983 edition. The arbitral tribunal shall be empowered to order the return 
or destruction of goods or any property, whether tangible or intangible, or of any confidential 
information provided under the Contract, order the termination of the Contract, or order that any 
other protective measures be taken with respect to the goods, services or any other property, 
whether tangible or intangible, or of any confidential information provided under the Contract, as 
appropriate, all in accordance with the authority of the arbitral tribunal pursuant to Article 26 
("Interim Measures of Protection") and Article 32 ("Form and Effect of the Award") of the 
UNCITRAL Arbitration Rules. The arbitral tribunal shall have no authority to award punitive 
damages. In addition, unless otherwise expressly provided in the Contract, the arbitral tribunal 
shall have no authority to award interest in excess of the London Inter-Bank Offered Rate 
("LIBOR") then prevailing, and any such interest shall be simple interest only. The Parties shall 
be bound by any arbitration award rendered as a result of such arbitration as the final 
adjudication of any such dispute, controversy, or claim. 

17.0 PRIVILEGES AND IMMUNITIES: 

Nothing in or relating to this Contract shall be deemed a waiver, express or implied, of any of the 
privileges and immunities of the United Nations, .including its subsidiary organs. 

18.0 TAX EXEMPTION 

18.1 Section 7 of the Convention on the Privileges and Immunities of the United Nations 
provides, inter-alia that the United Nations, including its subsidiary organs, is exempt from all 
direct taxes, except charges for public utility services, and is exempt from customs duties and 
charges of a similar nature in respect of articles imported or exported for its official use. In the 
event any governmental authority refuses to recognize the United Nations exemption from such 
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taxes, duties or charges, the Contractor shall immediately consult with the UNDP to determine a 
mutually acceptable procedure. 

18.2 Accordingly, the Contractor authorizes UNDP to deduct from the Contractor's invoice 
any amount representing such taxes, duties or charges, unless the Contractor has consulted with 
the UNDP before the payment thereof and the UNDP has, in each instance, specifically 
authorized the Contractor to pay such taxes, duties or charges under protest. In that event, the 
Contractor shall provide the UNDP with written evidence that payment of such taxes, duties or 
charges has been made and appropriately authorized. 

19.0 CHILD LABOUR 

19.1 The Contractor represents and warrants that neither it, nor any of its suppliers is engaged 
in any practice inconsistent with the rights set forth in the Convention on the Rights of the Child, 
including Article 32 thereof, which, inter alia, requires that a child shall be protected from 
performing any work that is likely to be hazardous or to interfere with the child's education, or to 
be harmful to the child's health or physical mental, spiritual, moral or social development. 

19.2 Any breach of this representation and warranty shall entitle UNDP to terminate this 
Contract immediately upon notice to the Contractor, at no cost to UNDP. 

20.0 MINES: 

20.1 The Contractor represents and warrants that neither it nor any of its suppliers is actively 
and directly engaged in patent activities, development, assembly, production, trade or 
manufacture of mines or in such activities in respect of components primarily utilized in the 
manufacture of Mines. The term "Mines" means those devices defined in Article 2, Paragraphs 1, 
4 and 5 of Protocol II annexed to the Convention on Prohibitions and Restrictions on the Use of 
Certain Conventional Weapons Which May Be Deemed to Be Excessively Injurious or to Have 
Indiscriminate Effects of 1980. 

20.2 Any breach of this representation and warranty shall entitle UNDP to terminate this 
Contract immediately upon notice to the Contractor, without any liability for termination charges 
or any other liability of any kind of UNDP. 



21.0 OBSERVANCE OF THE LAW: 

The Contractor shall comply with all laws, ordinances, rules, and regulations bearing upon the 
performance of its obligations under the terms of this Contract. 
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22.0 SEXUAL EXPLOITATION: 

22.1 The Contractor shall take all appropriate measures to prevent sexual exploitation or abuse 
of anyone by it or by any of its employees or any other persons who may be engaged by the 
Contractor to perform any services under the Contract. For these purposes, sexual activity with 
any person less than eighteen years of age, regardless of any laws relating to consent, shall 
constitute the sexual exploitation and abuse of such person. In addition, the Contractor shall 
refrain from, and shall take all appropriate measures to prohibit its employees or other persons 
engaged by it from, exchanging any money, goods, services, offers of employment or other 
things of value, for sexual favors or activities, or from engaging in any sexual activities that are 
exploitive or degrading to any person. The Contractor acknowledges and agrees that the 
provisions hereof constitute an essential term of the Contract and that any breach of this 
representation and warranty shall entitle UNDP to terminate the Contract immediately upon 
notice to the Contractor, without any liability for termination charges or any other liability of any 
kind. 

22.2 The UNDP shall not apply the foregoing standard relating to age in any case in which the 
Contractor's personnel or any other person who may be engaged by the Contractor to perform 
any services under the Contract is married to the person less than the age of eighteen years with 
whom sexual activity has occurred and in which such marriage is recognized as valid under the 
laws of the country of citizenship of such Contractor's personnel or such other person who may 
be engaged by the Contractor to perform any services under the Contract. 

23.0 AUTHORITY TO MODIFY: 

Pursuant to the Financial Regulations and Rules of UNDP, only the UNDP Authorized Official 
possesses the authority to agree on behalf of UNDP to any modification of or change in this 
Agreement, to a waiver of any of its provisions or to any additional contractual relationship of 
any kind with the Contractor. Accordingly, no modification or change in this Contract shall be 
valid and enforceable against UNDP unless provided by an amendment to this Agreement signed 
by the Contractor and jointly by the UNDP Authorized Official.

Public Outreach Strategy for Yasuni ITT Initiative 



A. Background 

The Yasuni Ishpingo Tambococha Tiputini (ITT) Trust Fund was established by the 
Government of Ecuador and UNDP on 3 August 2010 to receive contributions in support of 
Ecuador's historic decision to forego indefinitely the extraction of oil from the Yasuni ITT 
fields. The oil fields are located in one of the most bio-diverse region of the world - designated 
by UNESCO as a world biosphere reserve. As confirmed by scientists the Yasuni National Park, 
located at the intersection of the Amazon, the Andes Mountains and the Equator, is one of the 
most bio-diverse spot on earth, where South America's amphibian, bird, mammal and vascular 
plant diversity all reach their maximum levels. One single hectare in Yasuni contains more tree 
species than are native to the whole of North America. As Yasuni is one of the most intact 
section remaining in the Amazon Basin, it is very important for the world to sustain its 
unparalleled biodiversity. 



This decision will result in Ecuador forgoing US$ 7.2 billion of oil income in support of the 
Yasuni Fund's objectives of avoidance of 407 million metric tons of Carbon Dioxide (C0 2 ) 
which would result from burning the extracted fossil fuels. It will also protect biodiversity and 
preserve the culture and livelihood of the regions indigenous people. This vision was first 
articulated by President Rafael Correa at the High Level Climate Change Dialogue of the 2007 
UN General Assembly. 

This unique initiative will assist Ecuador to address climate change and sustainable development 
challenges and enable it to gradually change the energy matrix of the country, through 
investments in environmentally friendly and socially inclusive renewable energy projects. A 
recent poll found that 75 percent of Ecuadorians support the non-drilling of the ITT oil fields - a 
remarkably high public support for the Yasuni Initiative. 

Ecuador is seeking from Governments, Foundations, the private sector and public at large US$ 
3.6 billion, over a 13 year period, with balance of US$ 3.6 billion being its own contribution to 
the Fund. 
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The Yasuni ITT Initiative currently faces two major goals: 

1. Increasing global awareness among key audiences (contributing governments, inter- 
governmental organizations, foundations, businesses, NGO's, and the general public) of the 
grave and urgent situation facing Yasuni. 

2. Channeling and translating the support and goodwill created into financial contributions to 
the UNDP administered Yasuni Trust Fund in the amount of $100,000,000 by the end of 
2011. 



B. Objectives and Scope of Assignment 

The objective of this assignment is to increase awareness of the Yasuni-ITT initiative by 
developing a comprehensive public outreach strategy that will include corporate media 
outreach, celebrity endorsements, special events, marketing, high-level networking, thought- 
leadership, and grass roots initiatives to reach out to potential contributors and supporters 
through a comprehensive plan that will complement and support the Government of 
Ecuador's Yasuni resource mobilization activities. 

The contracted company will be responsible of designing and implementing a campaign that 
will raise awareness of the issues globally- including in the U.S., Europe, Central and South 
America, and also the Middle East and Asia. 

The messages must engage a variety of audiences: governments, businesses, non-profits, and 
the general public. Through this campaign, Yasuni will become established and recognizable 
among its key target audiences, helping to distinguish the Yasuni-ITT initiative as one of the 
most visible and important ecological causes in the world. 

The specific tasks include: 
1. Media Campaign 

a) Establishment of media lists of important US and International reporters followed by 
production and dissemination at least once a month in print, broadcast and on-line 
outlets of articles, notes, press releases, announcements of the Yasuni TF , ensuring 
media coverage for Yasuni events. 

b) Organize at least one Journalist Familiarization trip to ensure that print, broadcast and 
online reporters from the US and international media outlets visit Yasuni first hand, 
ensuring global dissemination of the Yasuni initiative. 

c) Establish Media Partnerships with at least three to five high-level media to ensure 
broad coverage of the Yasuni initiative at least three to five times between June - 
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December 201 Ion popular programming targeting different audiences (youth, 
environment-sensitive people, etc), reaching both US and international audience. 

2. Celebrity Spokespeople and Goodwill Ambassadors 

Goodwill Ambassadors and celebrities endorsements will be sought out to increase media 
awareness of the Yasum'-ITT Initiative, so that they participate actively in media 
campaigns and public outreach to raise awareness of the Yasuni initiative. 

3. Networking 

Introduce the Yasuni Initiative to the widest audience possible, including global 
businesses, donors, foundations, NGOs, and corporations to raise awareness and mobilize 
financial resources. 

4. Corporate Partnerships 

Establish a partnership for the Yasuni TF with at least two to three large private sector 
sponsors under the framework of a "dollar matched" campaign (a campaign in which 
every dollar donated by private contributors is then matched by a corporation), ensuring 
that this partnership is publicized. 

5. Thought Leadership 

a) Op-Eds: ensure the publication in major print and online news outlets around the 
world of at least two op-eds written by notable personalities and well-known experts 
associated with the Yasuni Initiative and familiar with the global debate on climate 
change, biodiversity and environmental protection. 

b) Speaking Opportunities: promote the Yasuni's presence at various international 
conferences and forums, to ensure that the Yasuni Initiative is debated and publicized 
widely. 

6. Fundraising Gala Event 1 : 

Organize a fundraising Gala sometime in September 2014 (ideally either before or after 
the UNGASS) to raise awareness and help mobilize resources for the Yasuni TF. 

C. Management Arrangement 

Overall management of the assignment will be supervised and ensured by the MDTF Office, the 
administrator of the Yasuni Trust Fund, in close consultation with the Regional Bureau of Latin 
America and the Caribbean (RBLAC) and the Government of Ecuador. 



D. Reporting and Coordination 



The organization of the Fund Raising Gala may take as a second phase of the project, based on outcomes of the first phase, and 
should include the identification of possible sponsors. The second phase will be tendered separately. 
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The contracted company will report to the MDTF Office while it should coordinate the activities 
its will be undertaking with the MDTF-Office, RBLAC and the Government of Ecuador. 

Reporting shall be done bi-weekly for the fortnight's progress and issues which will
